ject of it, Why the whole body 1s 
not alwayes afflicted of this diſeaſe, 
but the Members of generation , the 
mouth, and inſtruments of ſenſe and 
motion 3 no' greater reaſon can be 
given, then the tendernefle of thoſe 
parts , their imporency toreſiſt ſuch 
. an enemy, and their exquiſite ſenſe. 
That the humors firſt , and next the 
ſpirits, are the chiet ſeat , this a- 
mounts to a reaſon undeniable ; that 
the difeaſe ſo ſpeedily ſpreads the 
whole body. Belides, the * 1irits ha« 
ving their chief reſidence in thaſe 
parrs, (the genitalls, and ſeminary 
veſſeils for generarion,) the Liver, 
( according ro old opinion ) and the 
Veines , heart and maſſe of bloods 
( according to: the new )'and in the 
head for ſenſe and motion ; theſe 


parts muſt needs be firſk and more | 


taken 
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taken of this diſeaſe, then the out- 
' ward'/parts', which with their nou- 
riſhment- muſk of neceſhty , atter- 
wards, ſucceſſively have this defile- 
ment cohveyed unto , them allo. 
Neicher may any one'think, that the 
humors and ſpirits are no living bo- 
dies, and therefore, not the ſubject of 
, this: diſeaſe 3 Though I could grant 
rhe conſequence , yet the Antece- 
dent can never be made. good. For 
can they be the firſt recetvers, inſtru- 
ments, and conveyersof Lite unto 
the other-parts , and yet have no life 
in themſelves > Are they-nourithed, 
augmented, diminiſhed, (which are 
_— of living bodies) and yet 

e& no living-bodies > We conclude 
then', the-humors and ſpirits to be 
the ſubjects of this diſcaſe 5 For they 
have the "requiſite conditions of a 
trne {ubje, -which are theſe : Thar 
primarily, and of themlelves , and 
nor by the intervention of. anyother, 
and alwayes 4 while the diſcaſe a- 
" bides 
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bides in the body , ir is ſeated-in 
them , «though not alwayesin them 
onely. The tfath-of rthis' opinion, 
you will the'more reft in , and with 
rhe greater evidence; if I avoid the 
pretende1 claime, .thar other parts 
of the body arc ſuppoſed to have, to 
be the ſeats of this diſeaſe, 'There 
be:rhree apthions only, amongſt ma- 
ny others', which are worthy to be

For {ome have ſcared this diſeaſe 
in them<mbers of generation; others 
in the Liver, anda third fort in the 
Head. Firſt, Reaſon and experience 
bothy, will ditcharge the 'Genitalls, 
from-bceing the {ſubject of this dif- 
eale,.' Reaton , For then there were 
no ſuch difeaſc/in the body but'ot 
necefiiry they mult be offended) 'and 
mjured': but we often find men 
ſtrongly taken of: this diſcale, with- 
out Ulcer, Tumor, or any other tigne 
of wroag to the. proper ations of 
thoſe parts, | Beſides '; if they were 

oy the 
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the ſubjet, and the diſcaſes lodged 
in chem, then (ſuppoſing them-ro be 
ampured) the .diſeaſe were cured, 
and the:;body rendred uncapable of 
it, (which cannot be granted,) For 
many reccive this ditcaſe by inhe- 
ritance, in the ſeed of cheir parents, 
one or both 3 and give ic to their 
Nurſes. Many receive it from the 
venercous milk of their nurſes the 
geniralls of both which, for a long 
while remain ſound, So that the 
members of generation are diſchar-

Head can be: for many have the 
diſeaſe grown ( as appears by af- 
Gin Iripecems ;) and yer find no 
lenfible injury thereby, in eheir 
heads, Again, The Head is never 
pritnarily and immediately affected , 
but becauſe ſome orher - parts of the 
body have been firſt taken with this 
difeaſle 3 and, therefore; not rhe'Sub-- 
jc&;"' Beſides , the eftc&s of this dif- 
caſe: have often; beer! removed from 
the-Head, and yer this Peſt remain-- 
ed in other parts of the body, (which 
C 2 ſufli- 
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{ufficiently evinceth the opinion aſ- 
ſerted, and confuteth the contrary.) 
Now, though grievous ſymptoms, 
as flames, puſtules, hard rumors, 
ringing in the .cars', dimieſſe of 
fight, falling away of the hair; and 
many other <cfte&s of rhis diſcale_ 
appear tn the head : Yct theſe are 
cauſed by; the contagion, carried 
along in the humours and; vitall 
ſpirits , which, are diſtributed 
. through! the---whole' body 5; whs 
( eſpecially moving towards the 
head, and having this diſcale lodged 
in-chem) produce -thelſe eftc&s there? 
For the ſpirits being light ſubſtances, 
thin , and - paſſable, do naturally 
move upwards , and, by their tenut- 
ty, do pierce and paſſe, through all 
the parts of the head ;, yer, the dif> 
eaſe hath not irs ſeat there , ( for-the 
reaſon - in the: former Seftion delin, 
vered) : For the proper and prince 
pall operations ;phyghe animal fa- 
culty, are not offEhded by it, as 
Ima- 


Imagination , Reaſon , Memory. 
And if the ſenſory parts be offen- -. 
ded, vitiated, and weakened by the 
diſeaſe, itis rather , by reaſon that 
they-are naturall bodies, ( nourt- 
ſhed by ſuch blood and: ſpirits ) 
than that they are the infiruments 
«of , and belonging to, the animal 
and rational faculty. And there- 
fore I conclude , Not the Genitals, 
not the [.iver, not the Hcad, bur 
the Humours and Spirits, are the 
true and proper {ubje&ts of this 
. diſeaſe ; of which, I had not fo 
zQ£-much enlarged , but for thar it 13 
importantly neceſſary to be known, 
to diret, how the Cure 1s. to'' be 
ſpecified and determined.

Fyyou enquire what that AﬀeRt

ner) for rhey. knew the biting of a | 
mad Dog, of which they could give 
no ſuffictent reaſon , and yer they 
did not conſlitute another kind , be- 
ſides the three, uſually received ;.for

1c in this 3 chat there are certain effects 
1% and Impreſſions of it, thar cannor be 
y Þ reduced to any manitelt Diſtemper, 
e & The operations ariſe from the Tem- 
per, and they are injured or offended | 
*Sy Diſtemper. As therefore, pertect 
operations proceed from a like de- 
gree of Temper; ſo allo, operations 
eminently offended , are thus offen- 
ded by a like degree of Diſtemper. 
Alſo we find, thar this Diſeaſe is cu- 
red by remedics , rhac do not, cure 
maniteſt Diſtempers : yet , if they 
reftore.the operations, iris neceſſary, 
that they reſtore the Temper. Bur 
SOIT C 4 teeing 
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ſeeing they do not, (as curing this 
Diſeaſe) reſtore the manifeſt tem- 
per ; tt followes, that they reſtore;a 
degree of Temper, that we cannot 
exptcſle; and rhac they take away 
a like degree of J)iſtemper , {uper- 
induced by this Diſcaſe, This alſo 15 


_ tobe conlidered g that this Diſcalſe 


may lodge in every Diſtemper : for 
in pragice we find, that men of cold 
Diſtemper, as well as hor, and ſome 
of dry, and maralmodicall bodies, 
as well as the moiſt , and ſucculent, 
are taken with this-Diſeaſe. So that 
this Ditemver may joyne with any, 
with every Diſtemper. Ir is evident 
therefore , that,the Character of 


this Diſcalc , is another degrce, and 


manner of Diſtemper, ſuper-induced 
beſides that of their owne formerly 
introduced. 

And tiiis conſideration allo is of 
great moment ; that in recetving this 
diſeaſe by Contat , ( as in the next 
(Chapter at large) this degree and

Diſeaſe. 


Ne we ſhall enquire into the 
Cauſes, producing this Diſcaſe, 
which are either Externall, or Inter- 
nall, The Externallare all compre- 
hended under Contagzon , and that is 
either /mmediate , or Mediate. Im- 
mediate contagion is , when there is 
an immediate Conta& berween the 
bodies infe&ing, and infeted. Me- 
diate, when Pods other body com- 
eth between, which recejverh the 
infe&ive vapour, and conveyeth ir 
to the body , that is to be infe&ed, 
Cas the aire;) Either the common 
aire, or that portion of it , that by 
the infeor is breathed out , and by 
the infe&ted , 1s received in. Now 


that this diſcaſe cannor be contra&t- 
cd 
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ed by the medram of common or 
outward air , isevidents for then, 
mulcitudes that dwell in places and 
neighbourhoods of venereous per- 
ſons; (as it talls out 1n rimes of peſti- 
lent contagion ) would daily be in- 
teaed, (ctpecially they that dome- 
ftically cohabir, and kindreds moſt- 
ly, would be much endangered ) 
which experience doth not confirm, 
So that this good hath the Venere. 
ous plague beyond the other, that jt 
keeps more at home, and doth not 
caſt forth ſo ſtrong a ſeminary of 
contagion, ( though Fraca#torzus, an 
Author of nomean rank , thinketh 
otherwiſe.) Neither 1s it conveyed 
by aire, breathed out, and received 
in ; for then, they that talk mouth ro 
mouth wich the Venercous', ( and 
eſpecially ſuch as apply remedies 
tothe ulcers of their mourh ) muſk 
needs be infe&ed 53 which 1s not 
found,” Ir is true , the T abes of the 
lungs communicarerh a ſeminary of * 


COntas 
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contagion tothe aire breathed out, 
ſo that they which/are apt to receive 
that diſeaſe ( drawing it in ) are.en- 
dangered. Bur not for it felt , bur as 
accompanied with an Hettich Fea- 
ver. But of this diſeaſe, it is not 
obſerved. So that, all mediace con- 
tact being rejected, it followes , that 
oniely by. immediate and corporcall 
contat, this diſeaſe is. conveyed. 
And hereby-I underſtand, carnall 
uſe of a venereous perſon , ſuckin 
'venereous milk , or herditary- diſpo- 
firion from rhe ſced of venercous 
parents, ( which Plautus 12 eAmpht- 
ter, calls Contagro.) The true man- 
ner then how this diſeaſe is con- 
traced , is no other bur this, ( as 
hath even now bin ſhewed)etther by

Turks are not cafily infeQ2d here- 
with, though they have alwates 
amongſt them venereous captives, of 
both ſexes; andthe reaſon ſuggeſt- 
ed, is, for that their bodies are more 
Hard-and drie , and conſequently 
theirgeniralls. And thus much for 
the cauſes, whereby you may pet- 

_ ceivehow this diſeaſe deriveth , in- 
- finvaterh, and propagareth ir ſelf. 
.Now, (foraſmuch as no Argument

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can be ſet forth ſo clearly, as to leave 
no darknefſe or doubrs in the mind 
of the Reader , eſpecially in this 
branch of ie , touching the Cauſes.)
